* Tarks nor Infidell; have ſo behaved themſelves. 

Even Princes (ſacred Perſons) though they ne- 
ver bore armes,as the old Landgrave of Heſſen, 
and others : yea,ſome of the female Sex,as the 
old Dutcheſle Dowager of Wirtenbere, have 
becne without any regard or pitty,taken priſo- 
ners, reviled.abuſed. 

Aromibews reporteth from the Letters of the D. 
of Saxony, that ſome of Ti/ies Souldiers cauſed 
his Subjects to be tortured, by halfe ſtranglmg 
them,and preſling their thumbes with wheeles. 

His Souldiers,and thoſe of Falſtex,exerciſed 
Fre greater cruelties in Peperer, and therea- 
uts- They made the people by force to cate 
their owne excrements: and if they would not, 


they thruſt them downe their throates, and ſo 
choaked ſome of them. 
Whem 
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Whom they thought to have hidden gold or 
other wealth, they have aſlayed, by exquiſite 
torments to make them confelle. Yea Princely 

rſonages have ſuffered hke cruelty in this 
Lind with meager folke. 

They have wound and tied about the heads 
of ſuch, ſtrong matches orcords, and twiſted 
the ſame till the blood came out of their eyes, 
cares, and noſes, yea, till their eyes [tarted out 
of their heads. 

They have put and tied burning matches 
betwixt their fn ers, to their noſes, tongues, 
ewes checkl brotts Nan and ſecret parts. 


Yea thoſe parts which nature hideth, they [ 


have either filled with powder, or hung fat 
chels of powder on them,and fo giving fire to 
the ſame, they have in hornble manner burſt 
thcir bellies, and killed them. | 

They have with bodkins pierced, yca with 
knives raced, -and cut the skin and fleſh of ma- 
ny, as ſome Artificers deale with leather, or o- 
ther ſtuffe of hike nature. 

They have drawn ſtrings and cords thorow 
the fleſhy parts of ſome, the muſcles of their 
thighs,legs,armes,&c.thorow their noſes,cares, 
l1ps,&Cc. 

"They have hung up ſome in the ſmoak, dry- 
ing them with ſmall fires, refreſhing them 
ſometime with ſmall drinke, or cold water. 
For theſc being ſuch as were before overwhel- 

me? 


- 
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med with griefe, they tooke-care leſt intheir 
torment they ſhould die too foone. 

Some they have put into hot Ovens, and ſo 
{mothered or burned them. |Some they roſted 
with ſtraw-tires. | 

Some have they (titled, ſtrangled or hanged. 
This was great favour to be ridde out of their 
paine. 

To many they have bound ſo hard both 
handsand teete, that the blood hath ſprouted 
out at the ends of their fingers and toes. 

Of ſome they have tied both hands and feet 
backward together,and ſtopped their mouthes - 
with clouts to hinder them from praying. 

Some have they hanged up, with ropes faſt- 
ned to their privie parts,and hearing their roa- 
ring crieshave ſ{trivento out-roare and drowne 
their cries as1n ſport. 

And yet more deteſtable, where they have 
found poore weake- Creatures troubled with 
ruptures or burſtenneſle, they have enlarged 
the ſame by villanousmeanes, filled them with 

powder, and blowne them up as a Mie, 
y giving fire thereunto. 

Many have they truſfſed up on high, hanging 
on their feet ſtones and weights to ſtretch our 
their bodies. fa 
 Whrith Jizels or: like Inſtruments they have 

owe aboutto plaine the faces of ſome, preten- 
ating that they would make itequall & _

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Some Houſholders have they openly gelded, 
in the preſence of their wives and children. 

The mouthes of ſome have they opened 
with gags.,and then poured downe their throats, 
water, {tinking puddle, filthy liquids, and piſle 
it ſelfe, ſaying, This 1s a Swediſh draught. So 
growing licke, and their bellies ſwelling like a 
Tun, they have dyed by leyſure with the grea- 
ter tOrMeENt. 

Downe the throates of others, they have 
thruſt a knotted clout, and then witha ſtring 
pulled it up qgoine, to pull the bowells our of 
their place,or ſhew themſelves exquilite in ſuch 
divelliſh devices. And by theſe torments, they 


have made ſome deafe,or dumbe.,others blind, "mw 


others lame and miſerable creples, if they 
killed them not. 

If an Hnſband did intreat for the Wife, or 
the Wife for the Huſband, then tooke they the 
interceſlour,and he was tortured by them.after 
the ſame manner before the others eyes. 

And (which is almoſt beyond all credit) 
w hen theſe poore pniſoners or patients, were 
ſuffering or dying under their hands, and cry- 
ing toGod intheir anguiſh,theſe helliſh execu- 
tioners would command or force them to pray 
unto the Di1vell, or call upon him. 

Infinite and unſpeakeable are the'cruelties, 
which have this laſt yeere beene exerciſed by 


the furious Sonldierson all ſides. 
And 
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And ſome devillsamong them did proceed 
ſo farre, that they conſulted and deviſed new 
and exquiſite tortures, which they exerciſed 
upon innocent perſons. They tooke a Divine, 
({ome write a Canon in thoſe parts,and a reve- 
rendold man) ſtrip ped him, bound him along 
upon his backe on a Table, and a ſtrong bigge 
Cat upon his naked belly. They beat and pric- 
ked the Catto make her fixe her teeth & claws 
in the poore mans belly. So the Cat & the man, 
- partly through famin, partly through pain and 
anguiſh, both breathed their Jaſt. 
Some of their deſpicable and infamous ruy- 
') tery called Croats or Crabats, have laboured 
much toteach their horſes not only tokil men, 
but tocate humane and Chriſtians fleſh, and 
have conſulted how to find out torments more 
rare,cruell,and exquiſite than ever. What ſhall 
we ſay to theſe devils? Phalaris,Nero, Dionyſus, 
_ all othertyrants and tyranmies, are incompara- 
bleto theſe new ſtratagematiſts and engineers.

It is now growne ſouſuall with the poore 
people to ſee one ſlaine before anothers face, 
that (as though there were no relation, no aft-

As for quarter (that is mercy,and the ſaving

Tily, after the defeate of the Duke of Brunſ- 
wickeat Hewxt on the Maine, drew out of that 
town threeſcore poor ſouldiers,8 cauſed them 
all to bee killed in the cold blood, before the 
gate, ſaying, that he ſacrificed them to Count 
Mansfield their maſter.

General Holihe offred 40 Rixdollers yu 
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to ſtay long ina place, and notto leave ſome 
infection behinde. Beyond the Dona,after the 
Swedens departure from thence with their Ar- 
mies, diſeaſes unhcard of, and the Peſt with- 
all fyept away a world of people. The 
like happened ſhortly after, about Narenberg 


in the high Palatinate, and on the frontiers of 


Boheme. | 

Before Maſtreicht, after the Towne was 
taken, our quarters had contracted intecti- 
ous ſickneſles : whereof I my ſelfe had my 
ſhare, being left ſicke in the Towne of a purple 
Feaver. But the yeere following both the 
Towne and Countrey were grievoully affij- 
fed, with Feavers, 'Fluxes, and the Plague 
) aboveall. 

The ſame yeere E[/4as or Al/atiaand the lower 
Palatinatc, where the Armies of the Duke of 
Lorraine and the Rhinegrave had lodged, did 
ſuffer miſcrably in this kinde. 

The Army of the Prince of Orange having 
taken Ahineberg, and marching towards Ma- 
ſtriche and Liege,left ſuch infection in great Bra- 
bant. about Firkeni-ward, that the inhabitants 
the yecre after were afrajd of their owne 
dwellings. 

About the ſame time, Generall Helck being 
ſent by I# olſtein, with 6000. 'to invade Saxony, 
ſacked the City of Lezpzick, and committed as 


great Outrages as7 z//jes Army had done before.

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” But ſuch a peſtilence overtooke, both him and 


his, that moſt of his ſouldiers dyed hke ſheepe 


of the rot. And being infected himſclfe, hee 


offered 600 Rixdollers for a Miniſter of the 
Goſpell to inſtruct and comfort him. Bur both 


 himſelfe and his Souldiers had ſo behaved 


* themſelves, that no Miniſter was to be found. 


* Inthemeane all his friends & ſervants forſook 
* him, except his Concubine, who ſtayed with 
} him tothelaſt. He had beene both of the Re- 


ligion and the Proteſtants party, but revolted 


| from both.So guilty of his owne perfidiouſnes, 
| andthe execrable murders and rapines that he

had cauſed, hee dycd deſpairing utterly of all 
future blifle. Ar length came a Miniſter, but 
Holcke was dead before. 

The City of Baſle that winter loſt above 
20000.0f the plague. They of the City of Trext, 
their neighbours lowed at their (uffcrings,as 
being their enemies 1n religion. Put it fell out 
with them, as with Fdom in 0badiah, v. 15. that 
mocked Facob 1n his diſtrelle. The wintcr fol- 
lowing, 1634. the peſtilence ſo raged among 
the Tridentines, that wee were forbidden to 
come that way, for the ſicke and ſound wcre 
mixed together, ard that City (notgreat) bu- 
ned above ZCOCC. 

Beſteged inthe Caſtle of Heidlebere, I viſited 
every day divers licke of the plague, and like 
Giſcaſes. But wn neither of theſe two great 

plagues 
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lagues in London, nor in any other, that I have | 
cene in, did I ever finde the cauſe fo virulent, ; 
the ſymptomes ſo incorrigible, the diſeaſe  (o * 
incurable. Some dyed raging, others were ; 
killed with their carbuncles, when the venome | 
ſeemed to be expelled from the inward parte, | 
others were ſwollen and diſcoloured,as though # 
they had taken poyſon, and ſome that dyed | 
were ſo ſpotted,asI never ſaw the like. If any 
| 
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ſouldier were but ſleightly wounded, vreſently | 
it became a maligne ulcer, though all good in- * 
ward and outward meanes, were uſcd. If the | 
infection got into a kindred, it killed parents, * 
children, and almoſt all the blood, that were 
preſent. WhenceI perſwade my ſelfe, that Hip- 
pocrates is ?9%: n,that 18,the divine hand and fin- 
ger of God was more conſpicuous in this, than 
in any other viſitation T had ſeene, though] 
doubt not but our foode with the aire might 
alſo helpe to 1mpoyſon our bodies extraordi- | 
narily. 

Toward the end of the ſiege, wee had made 
an hoſpitall in the roofe of the houſe. But 
packing out of the Caſtle, wee leftthere our 
licke, ſome dying, ſome crying out at the win- | 
dowes, notto be left to their ſickneſle, famine, þ 
and death, and which yas worſe than the ene- 
my, of whom how they were uſed wee may 
imagine. - met 


lathe Towne they were much viſited befqre 
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we were ſhutup: which could not but be aug- 


mented by the multitudes of the enemy. 

In the ſiege of Hanaw were buried, (moſt of 
the plague) above 22000 people, and had not 
God ſent that ſickneſle to diminiſh their num- 
bers,they had yeelded the towne through want 
of victuals. 
| Intheſame ſiege, Souldiers that went to the 
_ ſeeing and well, came off ſtrucken ſtarke 

linde thirty at a time. Afterwards the diſeaſe

LECESESS the Maine, it was ſo furiouſly 
hor, that all places were alike fafe. The King 
of Hungary was faine todiflolve his Court, and - 
ſend them away into divers Cities, for their 
ſafer abode. | | 
In Swaben the inhabitantsof Memingen.Camp= 
den, and Iſnen were utterly conſumed, and 
none left. In the Countrey thereabout, mn 
which were more than thirty thouſand men 
heretofore, were not foure hundred ſoylesta 
be found. : | 
In the confines of Bavier the living were 
nothing neere able to bury the dead. But Rats 
and Mice devourcd their carcaſſes, moſt hor- 
Tible to behold. | 
N The low Countries ſmarted ſore alſo. The 
niverſitie of Leyden buried thirt WEE 
ſand.

by became utterly depopulated.But fince Gall«s 
his taking in, the Townes upon the Rhine, ſuch 
an infection happened through the ſtinch of 
thedead unburied bodies, that in the Biſhop- 
ricke of Mexts alone there died of this and hun- 
ger twenty foure thouſand people. 

; In Sax0, Brandenburg,Pomeren, Mecklenbure, 
| &e. this yeare the peltilence with like diſeaſes 
have beene ſo univerſall, that theſe and the 
{word,ſfeeme to ſtrive which ſhall be the grea- 
reſt deſtroy.s. The retraite of the Swedes, 1n 
which they did not onelyevade, but cut in pie- 
ces many of the enemies Troopes, 1s not ſo fa- 
mous as theſe calamities. The very plague con- 
ſumed in Saxony the other day in the ſpace of 
two moneths, no leſle than ſixteene pam 
i" OUICS 
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| thatthe King of Hwxgery bath given command 
* - thatnone ſhallcome from thence to Pregae, of 


the Cities of Bobemsia. 

As by the print of Hercoles his foot you might 
gueſſe at his ſtature,ſo by theſe few particularsof 
che miſeries of ſome places there,we may gueſſe 
atthe lamentable eſtate of the whole. The war 
having every where caught and raged,hath left 
fach wounds as will not in haſte be recured, and 
perhaps poſterity for ſome generations will ſee 
the ſcarres. d 

Thus is the Virgine danghter of that people * 
deſtroyed with a great deſtrution, and with a 
ſore and greivous plague.Goe jnro the fieid, be- 
hold theſlaine with the ſword. Enter intothe 
City, behold chem that are ſicke for hunger alſo.
